CULTURE OF CORK TREBS. 


AN 
I N D T J S T R T 
W H I C H 
COULD 
F L O U R I S H I N T H I S C O U N T R T .

Tho Dopartmont of Airriculture Ad- 
vocates Planting Cork 
Forests— 
Uses to Which tho B a r k is Put. 


HE Department of Ai»riculturo 
will issue a bulletin before 
long on tho subject of cork, 
says the Washington Star. It 
will advocate the culture of cork trees 
in this country, urginc; that forests o£ 
this species of oak could be established 
with 
great profit in tho Southern 
States, 
Statistics show thatS2,0J0,- 
000 worth of cork is imported into tho 
United States annually. 
It is steadily 
increasing 
in value, 
fetching 
now 
eleven times the price that was paid 
for it in 1790. 
The soil of California 
is particularly well adapted to the cork 
oak, which grows thero with a greater 
rapidity than in Europe. 
Already 
about 1000 of tho trees have been 
planted in the San 
Gabriel valley. 
The University of California has dis- 
tributed severarbushels of the acorns, 
which, by the way, are very good to 
eat, tasting like chestnuts. 


The variety of uses to which cork is 
put is extraordinary. 
To tJie Alger- 
ians it is as great a necessity as the 
agave to the Mexican or tho palm to 
the Arab. 
From it ho makes boats, 
furniture, saddles, shoes, horseshoes 
and even clothing. 
Other employ- 
ments for the material in Southern 
Europe are for roofing, pails, clothes, 
window lights, plates, tubs, drinking 
vessels, religious images, fences and 
coffins. 
The waste cork from 
the 
cutting of bottle stoppers is utilized 
for filling cushions and 
mattresses, 
and in the manufacture of cork dust 
bricks, which are serviceable where 
great dryness is required. A very fine 
kind of pasteboard is made from cork, 
tho ground substance being 
mixed 
with paper pulp and pressed to squeeze 
out the water. 
Cork waste is also 
used 
for making lifeboats, 
buoys, 
linoleum, inner soles for shoes, arti- 
ficial legs and arms, *'cork concrete," 
and many 
other articles in which 
lightness and elasticity are required. 


Though of modern origin, the cork 
industry has attained immense im- 
portance. 
In tho last half century 
the production has more than doubled. 
About §8,000,000 worth of prepared 
cork, representing 587,000 hundred- 
weight, was sold last year. 
Portugal 
occupies tho first place as a producer, 
while the United States, Eni^land and 
Germany are the principal consumers. 
Spain exports vast quantities of manu- 
factured cork for bottles. 
In this in- 
dustry, as well as in the quality of tho 
product, she surpasses all other coun- 
tries. 
The world consumes annually 
7,000,000,000 cut corks. 
'The sizes 
and forms of these are regulated ac- 
cording to 150 models. 


Nowadays bicycle handles, life pre- 
servers and hat linings are made of 
cork. 
Tho material is burned 
for 
making '-Spanish black," 
Tho waste 
is utilized for lining ice houses, being 
an excellent non-conductor, and also 
for packing grapes. 
Notwithstanding 
all the uses for cork waste that have 
been mentioned, gr^it quantities of it 
have to be thrown away for lack of 
purposes to which to apply it. 
Cork 
dust is made to serve as a substitute 
for rice i^owder m the toilet. 
Tons of 
cork are manufactured every year in- 
to nose-holders for eyeglasses. 
For 
these tho very finest quality is re- 
quired. 
The inventor of this particu- 
lar use for cork has made a big for- 
tune out of the idea. 
He gets aroval- 
ty on every pair of eyeglasses thus 
made that is scld. 


Corktrees are^ralsed from seed us- 
ually, the large and sweet acorns pro- 
ducing the "biggest trees and the finest 
cork. 
Small and bitter acorns pro- 
duce coarse and inferior trees. 
Tho 
bark product of a fullgrown tree is 
about eighteen pounds, 
worth 
five 
cents a pounds. 
The 
cork of com- 
merce is not a natural product of the 
tree, but an abnormal development of 
tho bark under curtain 
treatment. 
Natural cork is useless for purposes of 
manufacture, being too coarse. Some- 
times it is so woody and dense that it 
will not fioat. The wild cork or outer 
layer of the natural bark is removed 
when the tree roaches a diameter of 
BIX inches or so, leaving the interior 
denser and softer cork layer. 
The 
latter is called "lard," or "mother 
cork," and from it the cork of c^m-

and compact. 
Its specific weight is 
reduced, while its volume is almost 
doubled. 
Next the slabs are scraped 
to remove all the wood 
fibre. 
After 
this operation thoy go to a workman 
who trims them to proper shape and 
Borts them into grades Buitabie for 
different purposes.

It is this difference in cows that makes 
much of the demand for separators, 
which will get all the butter out of 
any milk that is possible.—Boston 
Cultivator. 


USES OF FEATHERS, 


Many people neglect to save the 
feathers of their poultry, 
thinking 
them of but little value. 
Such per- 
sons will be surprised at the followini^ 
uses to which they are put: 
The 
quills from the second and third joints 
of the wing of the turkey are used for 
making feather dusters. 
Large quills 
of both geese and turkeys are used for 
feather looue. 
Dry chicken feathers 
are used for cushions, and the feathers 
. from the large Pekin aad Aylesbury 
ducks are mixed with those of geese. 
Feathers are also valuable as fertil- 
izers and will pay for the saving. 
Peathers for market should be clean 
and fr^e from blood. Anv of the com- 
mission merchants will receive them 
on consiirnment.—New York World. 


HANDIilN'G TINMAN AGE ABIiE HORSES. 
For fifty years I have helped my 
friends and neighbors. with horses 
they could not drive safely, writes J, 
Keese, of New York. 
At first I used 
•whip and bitting bridle as others did, 
and I thought I must. 
Both caused 
much suffering, and in many cases bad 
habits also, while the iear of the whip 
made matters worse. 
By degrees I 
learned that gentleness and patience 
would take away the horse's desire to 
continue former habits, and the young 
ones would not learn them unless 
frightened or vexed. 
Although ad- 
vanced in years I still continue to drive 
the wildest colts and horses, with the 
worst of habits, without difficulty and 
•with success. 
I have bred and trained 
hundreds of colts without using a bit- 
ting bridle. —American Agriculturist. 


INOOUIiATION OF TREES. 


Almost from the time that gardening 
and treeplanting bbcame a diversion 
or industry there have been men dab- 
bling in quack nostrums for accom- 
plishing impossible results on the 
growth of cultivated plants. No sooner 
is one exi^osed than another is intro- 
duced, but in the main they are the 
same old humbugs under new names 
or recommended for some new pur- 
pose. 
Boring holes in the stems of 
trees and filling them witli honey or 
molasses to make the fruit sweet was 
in vogue in Europe several centuries 
ago, at least wo must suppose so from 
the fact that intelligent men who were 
•writing on horticultural subjects in 
these days denounced the practice. 
Then came inoculating the stems with 
sulphur to kill noxious insects feeding 
on tho wood or foliage, and this is 
still recommended and practised by 
the ignorant and victims of charla- 
tans, who profess to sell secret reme- 
dies, We learn that there has been an 
"Elm Inoculating Company" doing a 
flourishing business in inoculating elm 
trees in the suburbs of this city, pro- 
fessing that by such an operation they 
can check the ravages of tho elm leaf 
beetle. 
It is not at all strange that 
charlatans should try to sell their nos- 
trums, but it does seem somewhat 
strange that they can find purchasers 
at this age of the world and so near 
this great city.—New York Sun. 


A FRIEND OF AGRICUIiTURE, 


The death of Louis Pasteur recalls 
how much agriculture owes to this 
great and most useful scientist. It was 
bis discovery of the germ by which tho 
silkworm was diseased, and the yeast 
germ, by which fermentation in beer 
that led to the souring of it, was 
caused, that really led the way to the 
accurate knowledge we now ijossess of 
tho multitude of invisible organisms 
•that afi'ect both injuriously and bene- 
ficially all organized matter—the milk 
of the dairyman, bis cheese and but- 
ter; the trees of the orchard and all 
manner and kinds of plants that grow, 
and others which cause diseases in an- 
imals, 
His investigations and discov- 
eries explained the nature of these 
minute bodies, that were really dis- 
covered two hundred years ago, and 
were described by Leuwenhock and 
other naturalists, but whose special 
nature and offices were unknown until 
Pasteur 
studied them and 
learned 
their habits of life and their effects 
upon matter and animals upon which 
they exerted their most curious inila- 
ences. 


It was he, too, who first suggested 
the methods of rendering these active 
and everywhere prevailing bodiea in- 
ocuous by the action of heat, und the 
term by which this action is now 
known, viz.; ••Pwteuriamg," U»o ex- 


cellently adapted for its use that it 
should be kept for this purpose, and 
its equivalent, sterilizing, dispensed 
with. Pasteurizing not only indicates 
the methods by which sterilization is 
accomplished, but it connects with 
the process the name of its inventor, 
and recalls to tho mind—and will do 
so as long as our language survives— 
his eminent services to his race< Sure- 
ly this mall may justly be termed a 
help bearer to the world.—New York 
Times.

TESTINO AND PKISSEUVING 12GG3. 


A way to tell bad eggs is to put 
them in a pail of water, and if good 
they lie on their side ; if bad they will 
stand on their small ends, the large 
ends alwavR uiipermost unless they 
have been sh'^ken considerably, when 
they will sfcr.nrt either end up. 
There- 
fore, a bad egg can be told by the 
way it rests in the water, always end 
up, never on its side. 
An egg that 
lies flat is good to eat and can be de- 
pended on. 


How to keep eggs is a problem that 
baa attracted the attention of in- 
quirers from the earliest times. 


They all agree that the most prac- 
ticable method is to envelop the new- 
laid eirg in a coating of some imper- 
meable substance, fuch as wax, tallow, 
oil, or a mixture of wax and olive oil, 
or of olive oil and tallow. 
Oodet de 
Vaux suggested the plunoring of esrgs 
for twenty seconds into boiling water, 
in order to coagulate that portion of 
the albumen nearest the shell, and to 
pack them in vessels half-filled with 
sifted cinders. 
This process, which, 
by-the-by, has been well known in 
sòme parts of Scotland for many years, 
yields excellent results; but if neg- 
lected for but a second or two the 
eges are liable io harden. 


For home consumption the French 
peasantry have for ages preserved their 
eggs in a very simple fashion. 
They 
have a wooden case, or a large barrel, 
and pack the eggs in thick layers of 
sawdust, line sand, chalk, bran, cin- 
ders, or coal dust so that they do not 
touch each other. 
In the maritime 
provinces the peasants use larger lay- 
ers of ashes moistened with soft water. 
Both of these processes are successful. 


Another system recommended 
is 
found to answer extremely well. 
The 
eggs are placed for an hour in a solu- 
tion of fifty grammes of salicylic acid 
and a little spirits of wine diluted with 
a quart 
of 
water, 
and 
afterward 
packed away in bran in the cellar. 
At the end of three months they were 
found in perfecu condition and as well 
flavored as if just fresh laid.—South- 
ern Farmer. 


STRAW AND PEED. 


In mnny sections of the country feed 
will be very valuable the coming win- 
ter, and the man who has a good lot of 
oat straw, and even Avaeat straw, and 
carefully saved, has the bulk of the 
material which,if fed understandingly, 
will x^rove a small mine of wealth to 
him. 
Straw is deficient in feeding 
quality, principally in 
albuminous 
matter and fats. 
The thing to do is 
to feed some food with it so as to re- 
store the ''harmony," and to do this, 
if some sort of succulent food is fed 
as roots or silage, and, in addition, if 
200 pounds of oil meal is fed with each 
ton of straw, a very well-balanced 
ration is secured, and one on which 
the cattle will do very well if they are 
not compelled to expend tho greater 
part of their feed in protection from 
the cold. 
The feeding of straw and 
other light foods as the bulky part of 
the ration calls for the best of hous- 
ing, if the full measure of the food 
value of the ration is to be obtained. 
This is why straw is not regarded as a 
satisfactory part food for the winter 
milker, but where this cow has suc- 
culent food in some form and gram 
strong in proteins, and has little ex- 
posure to the weather of winter, it is 
found that there is no objection to 
moderate quantities of straw being 
used. 
It is the abuse of it that has 
given straw an unfavorable reputa- 
tion. 
Men use it as full feed with 
which 10 oconomi2:e,Qnd, not properly 
combining it with proteins, failure 
results, and the conclusion is at once 
formed that "it is a pretty good thing 
on which to starve a herd." Too much 
straw with a full ration of proteins is 
apt to aggravate this matter of bad 
elfect, but if a daily addition of roots 
or a small feed of silage is given it acts 
as a laxative, and nature has a natural 
waj', and then even dairy cows may bo 
fed a limited amount of bright straw 
with commendable economy. Balance 
the ration in some way and save the 
straw to feed and do not use it as bed- 
ding only. 
It has a feed value,— 
Practical Farmer.

gin to 'tune up.' 
The first notes are 
scattered, 
awkward 
and 
without 
rhythm ; but, if no wind is blowing, 
thousands soon join in, and from that 
time until daylight breaks there is no 
intermission. 
It is marvelous that 
the organs can withstand this con- 
tinual 
rubbing 
for eight 
hours. 
By choosing out an insect close by and 
listening to it alone, I have convinced 
myself that the same insect keeps at 
it at least for hours at a time. 
These 
raspings are seldom three at a time, as 
the popular name would imply, but 
are the result of usually four or five, 
sometimes six, distinct but closely 
joined movements." 
When a large 
number of katydids are engaged in 
this musical exercise, there are those 
with louder tones who seem to occupy 
the position as leaders, or lirst violin- 
ists. 
They hold the time 
measure 
often in spite of tho wind, which 
usually stops tho performance of the 
more timid, and soon draw out the 
lost notes of the others once more in 
regular measure or beat.

Servants 
can be had for SI. 50 a month, and as 
for provisions, they cost almost noth- 
ing. 
Porterhouse steak is two cents 
a pound, 
chickens are three cents 
apiece, geese, 
sixteen 
cents; - eggs, 
three cents a dozen; potatoes, ten 
cents a bushel. 


The average wages paid a native 
teacher or imstor is from $o to §10 a 
month, and an ordinary servant gets 
usually SI.50 toif2 per month, and his 
''vary" or rice, 
amounting to two 
cents' worth per day. 
We seldom 
hear of a want of food. 


A stranger traveling through the 
land will be astonished to find himself 
the recipient of fowls* eggs, rice and 
potatoes at every village where he 
laalts. 
These gilts from the natives 
are a token of welcome. 
In addition 
to this the best house in the village is 
always given up for the "vazali" or 
foreigner. 


On the whole tho Malagasy are in- 
teresting and thrifty, deserving of the 
sympathy of all civilized Nations in 
their straggle for the i^reservation of 
their fatherland and their independ- 
ence.

T H E STAPLE PKODTJCT OF T H R E E 
CLUSXERS OF ISLETS, 


So 3Tany Sold T h a t Hons» Kirirs Are a 
Jiruic In San Francisco In S u m m e r 
—Methods of E j r s H u n t e r s , 


OW many peoplo know that 
for three months every Bum- 
mer hens* egpcs in tho mar- 
kets of San Francisco have 
to tftko a back seat, Kiviucr precedence 
to the cheaper, larcjer, and haurlsomer 
ei?fi-8 of tho Oaliforuift murre, ox 
guillemot, a sea bird related to tho 
auk, which breefls in countless thou- 
sands upon the Farallone Islands? A 
now and singular industry has been 
developed in the i^atherinec of these 
etige for tho market by Italian and 
Greek fishermen, who peril their lives 
in frail fishing boats and in scaling 
the rooky islets for tho eggs of the 
murre. 


Thrive clusters of rocky islands of 
volcanic oriorin, thirty miles from San 
Francisco, in the Pacific Ocean, form 
tho Farallones, South Farallone being 
the larsrest ami the ouly one inhabited. 
Although of surpassing interest on ac- 
count of their wild 
picturesqueness 
and the myriads of birds whicn there 
find a summer home, the Farallones 
aro seldom, if ever, visited by the 
tourists. 
They are dilTicult of access, 
small fishing looats or an occasional 
outgoing tug being the only means of 
transit. 


South Farallone is about a milo in 
length and half a mile wide, every- 
where cut up by jagged bridges, pre- 
cipitous bluffs, pinnacles and rocky 
points, the highest, where the light- 
house is situated, being 340 feet above 
tho sea. The wholo island may bo 
said to be a veritable city of the birds, 
covering their eggs in dense colonies, 
swimming and diving or wheeling by 
thousands through the air, with shrill, 
incessant cries. 
Tho bird census has 
never been taken. 


Besides the murre, which lays.the 
eggs, tufted puifins, Western gulls, 
three species of cormorant, oasin's 
auklet, the ashey petrel and the pig- 
eon guillemot breed in lar^re numbers. 


The murre laya one larcre, pear- 
shaped egg, having about twice the ca- 
pacity of a hen's egg. 
This is curi- 
ously and beautifully marked in many 
shades of rod, brown and green, in 
surprising variation. 
The eggs sell 
readily at twenty cents a dozen in the 
markets, and that they are considered 
valuable as a food supply is evidenced 
by the fact that 160,000 dozens are 
consumed annually. 


In 6pite of this enormous product 
the birds seem to be almost ai prolific 
as ever, although near the close of the 
season's collecting many "runt" eggs 
are found. 


Two mon who were left on Sugar 
Loaf, an isolated rook 185 feet high, 
collected 108,000 murre's eggs in one 
season. 


The eggers usually consist of twelve 
to fifteen men,, who inspect the great 
rookeries early in the season to see if 
the birds have begun laying. 
When 
the time is ready to begin work a 
curious but necessary 
performance 
takes place. 
The wholo island is gone 
over and all the murre's eggs within 
reach are broken or thro^vn into the 
sea. 
This is to insure fresh egiis, for 
the eggers maintain that an egg that 
has been set upon for a day is unfit 
for market. 
This is a time of rejoic- 
ing for the seagulls, who love to feed 
upon the murre's eggs and are relent- 
less pirates, robbing the poor murre 
at every opportunity of the one egg 
she so zealously guards. 


Unlike the gull, the murre makes no 
nest whatever, covering its eggs on 
any bare rock that will support it. 


if 
left undisturbed the murres 
would lay but one egg each during the 
seaflon, but as they are robbed they 
continue laying. 


The collecting outfit of the egger is 
simple. A cotton fiour sack is made 
into an "egg shirt" by cutting out a 
hole in the bottom ior the head, and 
one on each side for arm holes; a 
gathering string about the mouth of 
tho saek permits it to be drawn tight- 
ly about tho waist, while a slit down 
tho shirt in front makes an opening 
for stowing away th3 eggs. A little of 
tho coarse Farallone weed, the ouly 
vegetation to be found on the island, 
is used for a shirt lining. It is aston- 
ishing bow many of tho large eggs can 
be carried in such a shirt, eighteen to 
to twenty dozen being considered a 
fair load for each man. 


When an egg shirt is iiiled it is 
emptied into a basket to be taken to 
the landing. 
If overtaken by night 
the eggers dump the eggs into a pile, 
sometimes couuiining lUOO dozen, un- 
til the next day. 
Grefut care id taken 
to cover the baskets or heaps with old 
sacking or weeds, weighted with rocks, 
to prevent the rapacious gulls from 
getting at the eggs. 
These persistent 
thieves invariably hang about, and if 
an egg is espied through an opening 
they will tug at it until it is secured, 
when the lucky bird ilies away with 
the booty, followed by its screeching 
comrades, who soon attract a great 
flight of gulls, and often in incredibly 
short space of time they have taken 
every egg. 


The Great Arch, a wonder of the 
islands forming a natural bridge where 
the surf churns in from the sea be- 
low, is fairly covered with murres, 
and even fir down on the dizzy aides 
of t h e ohaam t h e / 
find a place f o r 


their eflfgs on the fihelving rooks. Her*?, 
where it would seem to be suicide to 
follow them, the adventurous eggerd 
risk thoir necks to gather hundreds of 
dozens of eggs. 


Between the epgers and the gulls 
the murres have a hard life of it. They 
are clumsy birds on land, and when 
huddled in a cave can be frequently 
caught by tho hand. The gulls not 
only carry off the eirga bodily to bo 
broken on some rocks and oaten at 
leisure, but they will feed upon tho 
youniT birds; for this reason the par- 
ent murres show constant anxiety for 
their young. 
Thoy never leave them 
alone. 
A« soon as thoy are old enough 
to tako to tho water they are safe, 
and tho old birds may be seen at night 
in ghostly procession, 
leading and 
shoving the little murres over the 
orags to tho sea. 
They have another 
dread enemy in tho hawks from tho 
mainland that come by scores at cer- 
tain seasons to prey upon thorn and 
their young. 


The eggers 
themselves are half 
pirates, trespassiu'* on Uncle Sam's 
island?, and the United States author- 
ities have, on a number oE occasions, 
forcibly removed them, only to have 
them return at the first opportunity. 
One year the ep:gers secreted them- 
selves in the great Murre Cave, while 
tho revenue gutter Oorwin hovered 
about the island for hours. 
Tho mon 
live in caves or in touts male of old 
sails and spars, and with a plonlPouR 
supply of macaroni and sour witio 
they are a contented and ]olly crew. 
Of course, they may have eggs in any 
style, and fish are very plentiful. Be- 
sides, though the island has no trees 
and hardly any vegetation, it fauly 
swarms with rabbits. 
Among them 
are many silk-haired ones, said to 
have been placed there by Bussiaus 
many years ago during their intrench- 
men't on the mainland. —San Francis- 
co-Chronicle.

Minnesota may lose its claim to the 
title of the Like gtate. 
A survey ton 
years aiyo showed within its borders 
over 70U0 ponds and lakes, but that 
characteristic and beautiful feature of 
tho landscape has chauiied wonderfully 
since that time. A largo proportion 
of these lakos—at least one-third— 
have dried up entirely, and in many 
cases cultivated i5elds now occupy the 
rich bottoms formerly covered 
by 
from ten to twenty feet of water. 
Nearly all the rest have greatly shrunk 
in area. Only the larger lakes remain. 
Like changes, taut of a more marked 
degree, have been observed in tho 
kotas. 
There were many large lakes 
in those States ten yottr.s a-^o, some of 
them miles in extent. Bat nearly all 
of them navo now disappeared, their 
ancient beds turned into fields, and 
such as remain are sunk to sloughs or 
pools in great wastes of roedy mud. 
The causes lor this falling of tho 
waters are the diminished rainfall of 
the past decado and the more extend- 
ed cultivation of the soil, which has 
absorbed tho moisture which would 
otherwise have been drained into the 
lakes.—St. Paul Pioneer-Press.
